Consumers To 
Estimate Bills 


JACKSON—More customers 
than usual wiii receive esti- 
mated gas and eiectric biiis this 
month, Willis Atlen, district 
manager of Consumers Power 


Company's Cadillac drstrict, 
said today. 
“| don't have to remind 


anyone how much snow we 
have had and how deep it has 
piled up," Alien said. “One 
result of this unusual amount of 
snow is that our meter readers 
find it harder to complete their 
routes.” 

There are about 350 meter 
readers employed by Consu- 
mers Power Company siate- 

fee mace apeaeiee wei 
have 7 readers,” Allen said. 

The accumulation of snow 
and the fact that it has not 
meited as much as normal adds 
to other meter reader problems, 
such as unfriendly pets, the 
occupant of the residence not 
being home, and locked gates 
er fences in the case af some 
homes. 

“Our policy is to read every 
meter every month.” Allen said. 
“But when it is impossible to 
read the meter, the company 
estimates the bill based on an 
18-month history of the cus- 
tomer's usage and weather data 
based on 18 months of actual 
daily temperatures.” 

These records show the com- 
pany the customer's pattern of 
use, and a modern computer 
system calculates a_ billing 
estimate with a high dearee of 
accuracy. 

“For customers who receive 
estimated bills this month, EE 
or Gt will be printed at the 
bottom of the Service Code 
column, It should be noted that 
this estimate will be adjusted 
after the next actual meter 
reading. so that the customer 
will not pay for more - or less - 
energy than actually used,” 
Allen said. 

The company much prefers to 
read the meters rather than to 
estimate usage. But. Old Man 
Winter this season has made it 
more difficult in many cases tor 
Consumers Powers’ meter read- 
ers to reach some meters, even 
in the southern part of the 
Lower Peninsula, where snow- 
fall usually doesn’t create too 
big an obstacle.

of the British and rebels to gain 
and retain support of Indians in 
the Old Northwest during the 
Revolutionary War was at leasi 
equa! in intensity to military 
operations of the two sides in 
this region 

From the outset of the 
conflict both sides sought to 
persuade chiefs of the North- 
west tribes to pledge their 
assistance or their neutraliiv. 
councils for this purpose were 
most frequently held at the 
British pest of Detroit and ine 
American stronghold 300 miles 


to the east, Fort Pitt (Pitts- 
burgh). 

At stake in the discussions 
was ine role to be played in the 


war by the potential army of 
8.000 warriors from such tribes 
as the Delaware. Shawnee. 
Mingo, Wyandot, Ottawa, Pot- 
awatomi, Chippewa, Miami, Se- 
neca, Fox and Sauk. 

Great Britain had some im- 
portant advantages in this 
struggie for Indian allegiance. 
First, the red men saw the 
colonists as a more serious 
threat to their territory and weli- 
being. The Sritish came to 
trade, while the Americans 
came to stay. Secondly. the 
redcoats were able io provide a 
greater Quantity of the presents 
that were necded to win the help 
of the Indians. 

These presents were such 
things as cloth and clothing, 
blankets, guns and ammuni- 
tion, knives, tomahawks, tools, 
utensils, tobacco, beaver traps, 
colored feathers, jewelry and 
trinkets. Another item high on 
the Indians’ gift list was rum. 

But it took more than pre- 
senis Such as these to retain the 
loyalty of the red men. Mosi 
tribes were not particularly 
interested in sticking with a 
losing cause. Thus, when the 
tide of battle shifted in the 
Northwest, the allegiance of the 
indians generaily cid the same. 

The American poiicy at first 
was to seek the neutrality rather 
than the support of the Indians. 
The Continental Congress in 
July o7 W75 asserted that the

war was a family affair between 
the cofonies and England and 
that the Indians were in ro way 
involved. They were advised to 
stay home and “seep the hat- 
chet buried deep.” 

The first move to gain the 
iriendshiz vf ihe indians in ine 
Northwest was made by the 
British when Major John Con- 
nolly, acting on orders of Lord 
Dunmore, summoned some of 
the Ohio chiefs ta Pittshurah in 
the summer of 1775. However, 
the Committee of Correspon- 
dence of West Augusia County 
arrived there before the council 
was concluded and presented 
an appeal in behalf of the 
colonies. 

Wh Connchy disbanced 
the small British garrison at 
Fort Pitt to return to Dunmore, 
who had by then taken refuae 
on a British ship off the Virginia 
coast, the rebels secured both 
the fort and the allegiance of the 
Indians. 

During that same summer 
Captain James Wood was sent 
by the Virginians to call the 
Northwest Indians to a council 
at Fort Pitt. He traveled through 
Wha is HOW Ohio and ventured 
as far as the Wyandot villages 
opposite Detroit, Wood and five 
other commissioners appointed 
by Virginia to make a treaty with 
the Indians were on hand at Fort 
Pitt when chiefs of the Seneca. 
Delaware, Wyandot, Mingo and 
Shawnee tribes arrived on Sep- 
tember 10. 

Seeking to obtain a pledge of 
neutrality. the commissioners 
showered the Indians with 
presents and rhetoric for three 
weeks. “In this dispute.” the 
chiefs were told, “your interest 
is invoiveo with ours so far as 
this. that in case those people 
with whom we are contending 
should subdue us. your lands, 
your trade, your liberty and ali 
that is dear to you must fall with 
us, for if they would destroy our 
flesh and spiii our blood which 
is the same with theirs, what 
can you who are no way related 
to of connected with them 
expect?” 

The treaty that the Virginians 
achieved with the Indians at 
Pittsburgh in the fall of 1775 
didn't assure the neutrality of 
the tribes for the duration of the 
war. But it did help to keep 
many of them out of British 
service tong enough to make 
possible further settlement of 
Kentucky. And that, in turn, 
enabled the coivities to ever- 
tually advance into the Old 
Northwest. 

Eventually, as the war pro- 
gressed in the West most of the 
red men were persuaded to join 
the British in assaulis on the 
frontier settlements, then were 
swayed in favor of the Ameri- 
cans when George Rogers Clark 
successfully assaulted key out- 
pests in the Northwest, and 
eventually rejoined the redcoats 
in the concluding clashes of the 
war.

Dining Three 
Years Old 


Congregate Dining is three 
years old. January 19th began 
the fourth year for this popular 
senior citizen program. Seniors 
from anywhere in Crawford 
County are welcomed each 
week day to the Center at 308 
Lawndale Drive in Grayling fora 
hot dinner meal served at noon 
sharp. A complete balanced 
dinner is served each day to 
about fifty persans. This means 
a total of over 4000 meals have 
been served. - 

The program is partially fi- 
nanced under Title Vil which 
pays the salaries for the cooks 
and some towards supplies and 
food. Onna Elmy is our present 
cook and is assisted by Eloise 
Schmidt. The rest of the cost is 
paid for by participants and 
donations by generous indi- 
viduals. Several persons donate 
enough each month to pay for 
one person's food. 

Centerpieces for the ten 
found tables used for serving 
the meals, have been made by 
Girl Scouts, Cub Scouts, Ex- 
tension Groups, 4-H Girls, 
Church Organizations and indi- 
viduals who like to do this type 
of thing. At the present time 
new centerpieces are needed. 
They are changed each month 
according to availability and 
monthly theme, Interested per- 
sans may get further informa- 
tion by calling 348-9314. 

Meals-on-Wheels are part of 
ihe Congreyaie Dining program. 
Food is delivered each day to 
homebound persons who can 
not for physical reasons come 
to the Center to eat. Food is 


packed in insulated containers’ 


and kept as warm as possible in 
transit. 

“The Little Feller’, our small 
bus ventures forth each day and 
brings local residents into the 
center for a hot noon meal, 
other individuals furnish their 
own transportation. Men and 
women participate in this pro- 
gram — one of the few that has 
as many or more men ihan 
women. This one hot dinner 
each day heips each person to 
betier mainiain a balanced diei 
for herself or himself. 

Following the meal, various 
types of programs are present- 
ed. Everyone is welcome to 
come in about 12:30 to hear the 
speakers or to listen and par- 
ticipate in religious discussion, 
movies, slide shows, games, 
quizes, and exercises. These 
programs are listed in the bul- 
letin each month. 

The meal program is available 
to any Crawford County resi- 
dent age 60 or older. Charges 
for meals are made on a daily, 
weekly, of monthly basis. 

Volunteer hostesses serve 
each dav recruited by Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program, Two 
able persons serve each day; 
each serves one day each week 
for one month. 

Thanks goes out from the 
staff to all the volunteers who 
have made this program a suc- 
cess. It would be impossibie to 
tist all of the names but we take 
this opportunity to send each of 
you our sincere thanks.

water table. Complaints have 
been numerous, some serious. 
One example. young boys pull- 
ed up wire with unexploded 
stick used in underground for- 
mation mapping. ! worked with 
a special DNR officer assigned 
to check seismic violation lines. 
A lest was made from another 
explosive stick found and we 
blew up a 14 inch stump. One 
crew of six remained during 
deer season to complete a 
seismic line. The result. two 
groups of deer hunters voiced 
{heir strong complaint at the 
DNR Headquarters. Wherever 
there is industrial activity, there 
is human error. This area should 
not be exposed to more oil 
activity. 

No one mentions the effect 
from driiling the Penzoil 1-3 dry 
hole located in the center of 
Pigeon River State Forest. This 
occured before the Governor 
stopped oil activities in the 
Summer of 1970. The location is 
in a very sensitive area between 
Pigeon River and West Lost 
Lake. There was total disruption 
in the area 24 hours a day tor 
three weeks. Heavy loaded 
trucks broke through hard dirt 
road surfaces. Dust cavered the 
campers at the Pigeon Bridge 
campground. Tankers pumped 
water for drilling on the hour 
from the campground swim- 
ming noie, Trees were scarred 
on narrow trails at turns by long 
semi equipment trucks. Above 
all, the noise shattered the quiet 
nights for six miles in all 
directions. Complaints poured 
in at the Forest Headquarters. 
Today after five years this oil 
pad remains a sandy scar 
because it was not seeded or 
planted. All this from one 
drilling site. 

The Economy: Oil fields are 
carefully planned, including 
drilling. Drilling was scheduled 
for Pigeon River over five years 
ago before ordered to stop. 
Piane wera divartod into the 
private lands. There is less 
profit in private land develop- 
ment but the local economy 
expands rapidly and spreads 
many times betore ending in 
siaié and federai taxes.

Let's 
encourage drilling, on private 
land first and keep more money 
in Michigan, especialiy in the 
northern part.
